Recorder." 
Thero aro several persons in this 
valloy who are every day violating 
this law by openly practicing 
med- 
icine. 
Tlioattendanco 
on cases of child 
birth by women 
is excusable, but 
when it comes to tho treatment 
of 
diseases in general it surely should 
be stopped. 
The 
consequenco 
of 
this 
promiscous 
prescribing 
by 
ignorant persons who know 
noth- 
ing of tho naluie of the disease for 
which thoy prcscube and still 
less 
of tho drugs which they use, is fre- 
quently of tho most serious nature. 
Every day or two some poor littlo 
lifo is sacrificed by these would 
bo 
doctors. 
Thoy 
cram 
down 
the 
tho throats of tho poor 
little 
suf-- 
forcrs a lot of drugs as 
foreign 
to 
the case as it is possible to bo, and 
wait until tho littlo patient is dead 
or nearly so before sending 
for a 
physician. 
Then becauso the littlo 
sufferer dies tho doctor 
is 
abused 
unjustly when, if valuable timo had 
not been lost 
fooling 
with 
these 
ignorant 
persons 
tho 
littlo 
life 
could 
havo 
been 
saved. 
These 
pcoplo havo ovcry lifo so sacrificed 
to answer for. 
If common senso and justico 
to 
tho children and humanity 
cannot 
dictate tho right couiso to pursue

this practico then tho law 
should 
bo put in force 
Tho punishment 
is 8100 fino for each offense. 
Many of the doses that tho poor 
children havo 
to swallow 
savors 
not only of ignoranoo 
and 
super- 
stition but filth. 
Ono gives broth 
mado from a hen cooked feathers, 
entrails and all for nausea and vomit 
ing, and anothor gives 
tho 
scrap- 
ings of a living pig's feel, mado 
in- 
to pills and tho excroment applied 
as 
a poultice 
for tonsilitis. 
An- 
other applies tho entrails of a pig, 
torn from a 
living 
animal 
as 
a 
poultice 
in 
peritonitis. 
While 
such ignorant 
savagery 
is being 
carried out the poor patient 
is 
al- 
lowed to get as near death as 
pos- 
sible before tho physician is called 
in, 
then 
if 
ho 
does 
manage to 
restore tho child from tho jaws 
of 
death it is only by superhuman 
ef- 
forts thut ho succeeds. 
I mako this complaint simply in 
justico to tho 
community, 
and I 
ask every well thinking man and 
woman to take 
this 
matter 
into 
serious consideration. 
There is not a physician practic- 
ing in this valley 
to-da- y 
who 
has 
not experienced everything I havo 
said in his practico and well knows 
that I havo not overdrawn tho pic- 
ture. 
Tho pcoplo of this valley aro too 
enlightened to submit any 
longer 
to this and it ib timo that they 
bo-gi- n 
to savo 
themselves 
and 
their 
lovod ones from this 
sacrifice

ignoranco and superstition.

"A very gi car power has declined 
arbitration in a boundry 
dispute 
with a very weak power, 
becauso 
pait of tho territory in dispute has 
boon settled by ifs citizens, 
whom 
it is bound to honor and 
protect. 
Tho great power might, howevor 
havo offered to accept peaceful 
ar- 
bitration of the whole dispute pro 
vided a vamo was nrst agreed 
up- 
on, or that arbitration 
should 
fix 
one 
upon 
tho 
settled 
territory, 
continued possesion of which 
was 
held to be necessary. 
Thus would the principal 
of 
ar- 
bitration 
have 
been 
upheld 
and 
honor doubly protected, titlo pro 
tected by 
honorable 
purchaso 
if 
unexpectedly found defective, and 
all lior citizens securely 
guarded. 
Thero should 
bo littlo difficulty 
in 
socuring arbitration 
in this 
form 
through your able Ambassador at 
Washington aided by 
tho 
good 
offices 
of your 
kindred 
nation, 
whoso services in your recent 
dis-put- o 
with Nicaragua had so happy 
an issue. 
Perhaps a prico could 
bo obtain- 
ed without 
arbitration, 
although 
this is less probable, and 
infinatc-l- 
y 
less dosirablo, sinco arbitration 
is tho precious jewel 
of our 
ago, 
and 
should 
not 
be 
discarded. 
Those who 
have 
seen 
in it tho 
Christian substitute for 
barborous 
war, at least so far as boundry 
dis- 
putes wero concerned, cannot 
but 
believe that tho people of England 
would favor arbitration 
with weak 
and helpless Venezuela, thus ren- 
dered compatible, 
in any 
evont, 
with tho preforraanco with all her 
honorablo obligations, and reduced 
simply to a question 
of payment 
to pofect her title if found defective 
by impartial arbitrators, after care- 
ful investigation. 
This 
is a 
mat- 
ter at present 
resting 
solely 
be- 
tween England and Venezuela, 
as 
for as arbitratior is now.conccrned 
but that it would boliaijed by tho 
American people as a just mode 
of 
settlement, and restore 
unclouded 
friendship between tho two great 


tVnglo-Saxo- 
n 
nations, 
should not 
insure it less careful or less favor 
able consideiation. 
In this crisis, when the passions 
of men aro so wildly 
stirred, 
it is 
impolitic to refer to the strained 
relations between the two nations 
that embrace all 
our race; 
but it 
is all important for tho peoplo of 
both lands to remembor that tho 
deplorablo 
irritation, 
now 
exist- 
ing, has its solo caue 
in the 
re- 
fusal of poaceablo arbitration upon 
a point of honor, which, it is 
held, 
renders 
tho continued 
possession 
offaomo 
disputed territory 
neces- 
sary, but 
which 
can 
readily 
bo 
safeguarded and yet arbitration 
bo 
mado tho instrument 
of poaceablo 
and honorablo sottlcmont 
for 
all

Tho Phenix Republican gives an 
account of a murder, 
--thb result 
of 
a grudge of long 
years' 
standing, 
which has been wiped out with the 
result that one Indian is a fugitivo 
from justico and the wrath 
of Jiis 
tribe, while anothor lies 
cold 
and 
stiff in death, suirounded by 
semi-civilize- d 
friends 
and 
relatives 
chanting tho funeral dirgo 
of tho 
Punas. 
Tho deed occurred Friday after 
noon at tho lower 
Gila 
crossing, 
fourteen miles south of Phenix. 
It appears that Luis and Miguel 
Anton had had some 
troublo 
in 
years gone bv: over what, 
is 
not 
known, but at any rato tho two 
o 
bitter and avowed 
enemies. 
Several times sinco that period tho 
two hostiles camo very near squar- 
ing accounts, but friends of either 
always provonted a conflict. 
Fiiday afternoon 
tho two 
met 
by accident in a lonely spot, where

Though tho two Indians wore alono 
a small Indian lad a short distance

class 
matter" 
books, 
magazines 
and newspapers 
and 
that 
trans- 
portation of this second clas 
mat-to- r 
coats about 
$18,500,000 
moie 
than tho government 
gets 
for 
it. 
As tho annual deficit in the entire 


sorvico is about 
10,000,000, 
it is 
clear that tho government is spend- 
ing a good deal of monoy for 
tho 
diffusion literature 
A part of this 
second-clas- s 
mat- 
ter, of course, includes government 
publications. 
Tho 
Postmaster 
Gonoral says that tho froe business 
in all classes dono for other depart- 
ments, if paid for at regular 
rates 
would more than wipo out tho 
de- 


ficit. 
But this would be only 
an- 
other way for making 
an appro- 
priation. 
Tho low rates on second 
class matter'wero 
mado 
to 
facili- 
tate tho circulation of newspapers. 
Theso aro 
commonly 
carried 
in 
bulk, upon main lines, at a 
com- 
paratively light exponso, and their 
distribution over branch linos does 
not add materially to tho expense 
of tho 
mail 
service 
necessarily 
maintained 
there. 
Whilo tho 
as- 
sertion cannot 
bo 
mado 
without 
tho detailed 
figures, 
it 
is 
likely 
that tho circulation 
of daily 
and 
weekly nowspapors by mails, under 
existing 
regulations, 
about 
pays 
for itself. 
Tho groat 
deficiency 
that 
has 
grown up in this branch of tho ser 
vico in rocent years counterbalano 
ing tho grains mado in othor branch 
es, is duo 
in part to tho largely 
increased circulation 
of monthly 
magazines and still 
more 
to 
the 
circulation of books issued 
at 
in 
tervals and "registered 
as socond 
class matter" 
under

head of 
periodicals. 
A singlo book 
pays 
one cont for four ouncosj as a per

Valley, Globo & Northern 
railroad 
was built from tho 
Southern 
Pa- 
cific road, at Bowie, into tho county. 
At this writing it has its terminus 
at Thomas, but is pushing 
ahead, 
with tho rich mining 
district" 
01 
brlobc, in Gila county, ior 
its 
ob 
jectivo point. 
This road traverses 
tho valley of tho Gila, which 
com 
prises the largest and best tract 
of 
agricultural 
land 
111 
ihe 
eastern 
part of tho Territory. 
Tho area of tho county 
approxi- 
mates 7000 square miles.

2,500 
feet above sea level, which

Ncwlon Kansas December 27th. 
"Bishop Eichard 
AV. Hart of tho 
Mormon church, who has lclativcs 
in 
this 
city, 
lias 
been 
visiting 
among thorn for a 
fow days. 
IIo 
was a member of tho last Territor- 
ial Legislature. 
Ho belongs to tho 
"Order 
of 
Molchisodco," 
from 
which all bishops of tho Church of 
Latter-Da- y 
Saints must graduato, 
and thoroforo knows somothing 
of 
tho plans of 
his 
church 
for 
tho 
future 
Bishop Hart is on his way 
to tho missionary field of Goorga, 
whore his church has boon at work 
for somo time, and whoro efforts 
at rccruting for tho Mormon faith 
havo mot with hotter success 
than 
m any other field in tho 
country. 
Bishop Hart talked freely about 
the situation in 
Utah. 
Tho 
pop- 
ulation of Utah contains five 
Mor- 
mons to ono Gontilc, while in thir- 
teen of twenty-on- 
o 
counties thorc 
is no official not of Mormon faith. 
Ho dcclairs that tho belief that tho 
ohurch had abandoned 
all 
efforts 
to control tho politics 
of tho now 
Stato was a great mistake 
Whether Democratic or Repub- 
lican,' said tho bishop, 'there 
will 
not bo a Stato officer of other than 
our faith, either elective of appoint- 
ive, unless tho church so 
wills 
it. 
There is not a district judgo who 
can escapo his responsibility to the 
Latter-Da- y 
Saints, and, with 
two 
exceptions, there 
will 
not 
bo 
a 
sheriff in Utah 
--who is not of our 
solection.' 
After reference 
to tho manner 
in which tho 
church 
will secure 
control of all industries, 
such 
as 
tho water supplies and irrigation 
systems, which 
would 
bo given 
back to tho people for whom 
God 
intended thorn, ho touched on 
tho 
subject 
of plural 
marriges. 
He 
said that through divino command 
Prcsidont Woodruff had susponded 
tho ordinance, but it had not 
been 
repealed. 
Ho said: 
'This subject of plural marriages 
is much misunderstood. 
Not more 
than If) per cent,

wife 
As a 
man prospors, tho chinch 
admon- 
ishes him to tako additional wives, 
according to 
his 'prosperity, 
and 
ho obeys as a religious 
duty, 
al- 
ways with tho advico and full con 
sent of his first wife 
In Statehood, 
when wo are free from Federal 
in 
fluence, tho tcmplo will witness the 
solemnization 
of inariiago

tlut havo been suspended, as the 
penitentiary will no longer bo
